I realize  you  are  busy  and  it  is  just  good  business  for  all  of  us  to  keep  the 
neighborhood  safe  and  enjoyable  for  our  patrons.

https. //www. foga.com/contact. asp  on  the  web.  It  has  contact  numbers. 


To  change  the  Gehry  library  building  design  does  seem  more  involved  than 
just  removing  the  AT&T  broken  down  & abandoned  pay  phone  which  I was 
suggesting. 


It  may  be  advisable  for  you,  representing  the  area  with  the  BID,  to  talk 
directly  to  the  Gehry  group  than  I,  but  I am  certainly  interested  in 
helping. 

I think  removing  the  phone  booth  would  be  a good  step  toward  improving 
the  block.  I'm  not  sure  if  this  is  something  we  need  to  contact  AT&T  for 
removal  or  we  can  just  tear  it  out.  I know  that  phones  need  voltage  to 
operate  and  there  could  be  some  'hot'  wires  still  remaining  and  could 
possibly  be  dangerous  for  the  public. 

Someone  from  the  library  may  have  to  call  AT&T  directly  for  removal  but 
I'm  going  to  further  investigate  how  public  phones  are  safely  removed.

Hi  Wren... it’s  on  my  list  (and  unfortunately  it’s  a long  list)  of  things  to  do. 


Here  was  my  thought  in  walking  past  that  library  after  our  last  meeting.  According  to  the  library  staff,  the 
foundation  representing  the  architect  — Frank  Gehry  — presumably  would  not  allow  anyone  to  tinker  with  the  front 
of  the  space  because  of  the  design,  etc.  etc.  However,  it  is  very  clear  that  those  little  cubby-holes  create  mini 
encampments.  Here  are  photos  I took  from  that  day.  There  was  a woman  sleeping  there.  LAPD  rousted  her... it 
is  private  property. 


There  needs  to  be  consideration  of  gating  of  those  open  areas  (with  panic  bars,  so  people  could  leave  the 
library). 


Would  you  have  any  time  to  do  some  research  into  this  - who  would  we  call  at  the  foundation  to  get  their  ear. 

If  they  are  concerned  about  the  integrity  of  a Gehrv  design,  it  is  NOT  compatible  with  this  community  at 
this  time.  It  is  actually  contributing  to  the  deterioration  of  the  neighborhood.
